the inevitable fusion will be effected partly by a 
Chinese conquest, andin & greater degree peace- 
fully and quietly, ; Me 

The Chinese have'been, and: are still, at the 
bottom, an essentially warlike and conquering 


i. _ people, ‘The ideas entertained by Europeans 30 


or 4o yenrs ago that Chinese.were uscless.as 
soldicrs have now been dissipated. Read any 
of the books ‘bearing on. and treating of the 
Taf ping Rebellion, or the Inte Franco-Chincse 
swar/and you will. cease to doubt that Chinese 
soldiers are made .of .stern stuff.

Outlying and adjacent Aslatic races 
and countries they will probably rather Inevitably 
yearn bren at and annex, The Malay 
Archipelago will almost certainly be theirs,
